RELATE DETAILS OF CALAMITY 



Indescribable Scenes of Terror Followed 
the Great Earthquake and Sub= 
sequent Conflagration. 



THRILLING narratives or heart- 
rending occurrences- which fol- 
lowed the earthquake at San 
Francisco 'were, told to a Colonist re- 
porter yesterday afternoon by several 
eyewitnesses of the disaster who arrived 
from the stricken city — which they left 
on the evening following the earthquake 
— iby the steamer Indianapolis. Mr. sind 
Mrs. Nation nnd another couple of 
Kasterners who wero [spending the 
winter in San Francisco, and requested 
that their naanb not 'be printed, arrived 
by the Sound steamer. 
, "Had it not 'been for the lire," said 
one of the. arrivals, "there would not 
huve ibeeu great damage. At is was, 
few Jives of people with menus have 
been lost; the Joss of life was mostly 
i among the more unfortunate, the poorer 
classes >who were in tenements and 
cheaper hotels. The destruction of prop- 
erty lias 'been great, and the streets were 
tilled with debris, but though uiauy 
buildings collapsed there was no gen- 
eral downfall. The walls of the majority 
of the 'burned buildings are standing, 
though the interiors were gutted .by the 
flames. Many wiil doubtless have to 
ibe rebuilt, and large cracks are seen 
in the walls. For instance, a large zig- 
zag crack runs from .basement 'to roof 
cornice in 'the big Fairmont hotel, but 
cmnny walls, especially those of the steel 
.structures, which stood the earthquake 
well and would have sustained small 
loss 'but for the fire which followed the 
hock, will be available when rebuilding 
commences. 

The Scenes Which Followed. 

the shock were indescribable. It was 
about daylight, dawn just .breaking in 
the cast, when the lirst tremors were 
■1'elf, followed at once by a heavy shock 

. which seut down -plaster, overturned 
bureaus and rocked the 'big Palace hotel, 
in which we were sleeping. We ivcre 
on the fifth floor, any wife and I, I 
sprang up immediately and we dressed 
hurriedly. It was still <lark, but there 
was some light; the- electric lights were 
still available, and although they were 
considerably dimmed and offered a poor 
light, they burned for about twenty min- 
utes after the shock. We packed out 
small bags and a portmanteau hurriedly, 
leaving the larger pieces of baggage 
containing out effects and made out way 
into the corridors, which were filled 

. with half-dressed and frightened peo- 
ple, running here and there. 

'•The elevator oa our sale of the build- 
ing- had been deserted, though the ele- 
vator man at the other side of the hotel 
kept bis elevator Tunning for some time. 
No attempt was made: to see who were 
out of their rooms by the hotel staff, 
as far as we could ascertain. Some of 
the doors janibed; I feared fur a onient 
or two that ours had when I had dif- 
ficulty in opening it. hut fortunately it 
had not. We made our way into the 
street, and in the half-light of early 
morning we

in Market street and .people running. 
There was not a panic as one uiiglll 
imagine: people seemed more or less 
cool and .made their way from the busi- 
ness section. Considerable dust was fly- 
ing, though there was no wind: it was 
the lirst morning for several days mi 
which we had awakened to find in. wind, 
and this was fortunate in view of the 
fifes which started so soon after the 
shock. 

"The first lire we saw on reaching the 
street, which, as I Raid, was filled with 
stones, timbers ami other debris, was 
the Terminus hotel, 011 the other side 
of Market street, and soon afterward tire 
was seen on the same side of Market 
street as the Palace hotel, a block fur- 
ther down. We tried to get an auto- 
mobile to take us away, '11111 the drivers 
only laughed as at when we asked them 
to carry us. Someone told us the feryy [ 
building was on lire and the ferry, 
steamers burning, so we concluded there J 
was no use in trying to reach the water' 
front if it was burning. We turned on' 
to .Kearney street in gel away front 
the flying cinders, which were soon add- 
ed to the dust we hail lirst experienced. 
At. Union square, which was reached 
several blocks along Kearney street, we 
-sat and rested until the flames rose so 
that we realized quickly the city was 
hurtling, The gravity of the disaster 
was iheu apparent; the whole city would 
•hum, wo thought. 

i "Soon we heard the dull booming ex- 
plosions or dynamite; soldiers had hur- 
ried in and dynamite was being used lo

ill the path of the lire. 1 doubt if this 
did much good, for the lire either leaped 
nerosw the pile of wreckage or lapped 
up the debris and burned its vvay to 
the buildings beyond. Many substantial 
buildings of brick ami stone were dyna- 
mited and lefi a Leap of debris. ' but 
the work did not seem to stop the flames. 



If the magnitude of the disaster had 
been realized then and the batteries of 
artillery which were next day brought 
to Van Ness avenue to blow down the 
great houses of that line street brought 
the day before and a path cut to block- 
ade the flames, the lire, would have been 
stopped earlier. None, however, seemed 
to think the lire would lie so far-reach- 
ing, and the heroic measures suggested 
were, of course, not carried out. Later, 
when the holocaust swept so many 
blocks; the gunners galloped their guns 
to the asphalted street which was one 
of the aristocratic thoroughfares of San 
Francisco -and blew down house after 
house, mostly mansions of rich San 
Franciscans. One of the officers, a lieu- 
tenant, was fatally injured, it was said, 
by a premature explosion. 

"The fire drove us from place to place. 
From tho seat in Union square we made 
our way up California hill. First, lot 
me tell you, we 'had returned to the 
Palace hotel, which did not start to 
burn until that afternoon, and were giv- 
en coffee and rolls. Then we went to 
the Fairmont, and when the flying cin- 
ders and dust and increasing heat — the 
heat was terrible — warned us that the 
flames were following us, we again went 
on and rested for a time on the stops 
of a Van "Ness avenue residence. The 
streets wore

carrying away their effects. Even when 
we were at Union square the Chinese 
were hurrying from the Chinese section 
nearby, which afterward was completely 
destroyed, carrying some of their he- 
longings and camping on the grass with 
their wives and children. 

"Fugitives, in common with so many, 
from the flames, we reached Bush 
street,, in a little corner grocery, we 
were, given some refreshments, and the 
woman who was serving- behind the 
counter said wc were the twentieth vis- 
itors from the Palace hotel who had 
been given food there that morning. 
While there we learned of a sad trag- 
edy. On Push street a woman had 
leaped from a three-story window, and 
as she lay huddled on the cement side- 
walk, dying, some ghoul' noticed that 
the unfortunate womnn who. like so 
many others hail -become crazed with the 
shock of the disaster, . .had three dia- 
mond rings on one of her fingers. The 
miscreant, with a companion, ran u.p 
and was in the act of cutting off the 
finger wearing, the jewelry when a sol- 
dier ran up and shouted to the looter 
to desist. Immediately afterward the 
soldier raised his rifle ami

'His companion ran and escaped. Many 
were killed by the troops when caught 
looting, and one man who was entering 
his own house, but bad been ordered to 
stop by the soldiers, was shot and killed, 
'his body 'being left on his own steps. 

"Our experiences from that time were 
strenuous enough, 'but not more, than 
those of hundreds of others. The streets 
were tilled with people currying bundles, 
and when he were seated on the steps 
of the house on Van _Xess avenue an 
old woman, carrying a 'bag tilled with 
•her effects, asked us it" she might put lie 
bag in the house for safe-keeping. We 
told her wc were not the owners of the 
bouse. ..inside which stood an automo- 
bile, and suggested that she ring the 
bell and a-l; the owner. She then asked 
if the owner would carry her 'bug 1.0 
a place of safety for her in the automo- 
bile, and although tho poor woman was 
so deadly in earnest and so terrified, 
we laughed; we could not; help laughing, 
for the request that, this man who was 
endeavoring to save a few of his belong- 
ings with an automobile was so absurd, 
lltoubtle.-s (In- man refused, for we saw 
l he

moving on with her bundle. At 2 o'clock 
in the morning after we had spent a 
couple of hours resting at a room we 
secured on' Pacific avenue we reached 
the PiesMio. from where we were car- 
ried in the government terry to within 
a few blocks of the ferry steamers, on 
which we escaped to Oakland and came 
noi-i b. 

"There were many sad ights. Fam- 
ilies were strung out in the roadways, 
carrying what few things they had 
saved. One old man was followed by 
a daughter hobbling along an crutches, 
trudging painfully to the Presidio, and 
it was such a long way: we felt sorry 
for them. Some were franl ically try- 
ing to save their goods. One man had 
engaged an automobile for $25 an hour, 
and he kept it standing outside his house 
for I wenty-rotir hours; he paid $000 for 
il. On the whole. I lie automobile driv- 
ers were very good, some doing all they 
could to save .people, One man who 
came to us, total strangers to hint; askoll 
us to come and real in Ins flat, where 
he had a Chinese cook who prepared 
some food for us, hail the bath filled 
with water, which be was liusbandintj 
carefully — the mains bad broken before 
this — aud put a big red cross 



on his auto and was using it to rescue 
people, not attempting in any way to 
save his own effects. Fortunately, 
though, the fire did not reach his Hat 
and his goods were not menaced. One 
annti gave an expressman $10 to carry 
his grips for him, and was walking be- 
hind- the express, which was suddenly 
turned to a side street anil galloped 
away, taking the man's effects. 

"Another incident of the disaster 
which cume under our notice was the 
vindication of the folding .bed. Many 
stories have been told of how folding 
beds have closed and killed people. In 
Ibis case the folding bed 'partially closed 
and cramped up its occupant just in 
time to prevent timbers and other debris 

i from falling upon him aud killing .him. 

; He was afterward extricated alive, and 
the rescuers say his life was saved by 

i the folding bed. 

j "The scenes in the corridors of the 
i Palace hotel soon after the earthquake 
I were confusing. People 

Wore Greatly Excited. 

>rnnning about half dressed, some shout- 
ing. There was one man who left his 
wife upstairs nnd ran out of the build- 
ing, abandoning her, but he was not as 
bad as a man we saw at the lira nil 
hotel, nearby. This fellow ran down 
from the fourth story, where he was 
looming with bis wife and child, five 
(years old. lie was in his pajamas, lie 
called to a man who ran after him and 
asked the man to go up ami get ids 
overcoat, giving his room number. . ..e 
man replied in words that were unprint- 
able. The .man then tried to get a bell- 
boy to go up for the coal, and one went. 
As the 'bellboy was starting for the over- 
coat tho man said: 

"'You might also bring down my boy 
Benny; nnd, I say, you might also bring 
down him .mummy.' 

"Tho bellboy asked the man to go 
back and

and child, but the fellow wouldn't. He 
was a big man, but .seemingly had a 
small heart. Soon •mummy' came down, 
with a big .grip in cither hand. She bad 
packed the valises nnd came down with 
her hoy Benny, seeking the runaway 
husband, who stood in the street 
amongst the debris and the flying dust 
clouds, clad in his .pajamas. 

"The ferries were crowded, and so 
were the northbound trains. Many peo> ; 
pic lost their reason, and there was 
one unfortunate on the train. Me hud 
a ticket and he forced the conductor to 
give, him accommodation in the Pullman,

TO RESUME MAIL SERVICE. 

Plans Have All Been Completed By 
San Francisco Postal Authorities. 

San Francisco, April 22.— At a meet- 
ing of the postal authorities with the 
military yesterday at the postofflce, 
plans were completed for the resump- 
tion of the mail service. The San 
Francisco postofflce Is now in full 
operation. 

Inspection by Lleut.-General R. 
Armstrong and P.O. Inspector O'Con- 
noll shows that all but fifty bags of 
mall have been recovered ,and now 
mail Is handled expeditiously. All 
trains are carrying mail Into the city, 
and this is distributed at the post of- 
fice, which was not much damaged. 
Branch offices, under tho authority of 
the postmaster and the military, are 
being established throughout the city 
and the adjacent hills, where refugees 
are encamped. 

All mails should be addressed to the 
old street numbers in San Franclsc, 
unless the new addresses are positive- 
ly known. Money orders arc cashed 
as rapidly as funds can be secured. 

The postmaster is completing ar- 
rangements with the superintendent 
of the mint to cash paper now on hand

South of Market utreef the loss ot 
life WOS UlOStly because of the collapse 
of the many cheap and crowded lodging 
houses. Among others, the Caving in of 
the Itoyal, at Fourth and Minna streets, 
added to the Irorrqr of the situutl y 

the shrieks of lis many scores of victims 
embedded in the riling. The collapsing 
of the Portland house, on .Sixth street, I 
between .Mission and Market, came; 
about in a similar manner. 
Fully Sixty Persons Wore Entombed 
amidst the crash of timbers and bricks. 
Many of these were saved before the 
lire reached the spot. 

The large five-story Brunswick room- 
ing house, with its ,'!()l) rooms filled with 
guests, at Eighth and Howard streets, 
collapsed and fire started amid the ruins 
live minutes later. Il is estimated that 
over 300 persons lust their lives I here. 

Part, of the large Cosmopolitan house, 
at Fifth and Mission streets, collapsed 
at the Hrst tremble. Many of the sleep- 
ers were buried in the ruins; others es- 
caped In their nightclot lies. 

Al 755 Mission street, the Wilson 
house, with its four stories and 500 
looms, fell to the grounds, a mass of 
ruins. Few of the Inmates were res- 
cued. 

To the north ttf 'Market street the 
rooming house people fared better. The 
Luxemburg, at Stockton and 0'Farrel 
streets, n three-story affair, suffered se- 
verely from the falling of many tons 
of brick from an adjoining huilding. 
Tho fulling muss crashed through the 
building, killing a man and woman, 



A LANDMARK THAT 

ESCAPED DESTRUCTION 

San Francisco, April 22. — A land- 
murk that escaped destruction, though 
every building surrounding It was de- 
stroyed, Is the United Stales mint, at 
Fifth and Mission streets. This 
splendid granite building was erected 
by the government in 1874. Harold 
French, an employee of the mint, to- 
day said : 

"Nearly S200, 000,000 in coin and 
bullion was stored In the vaults of the 
mint, and for the preservation of this 
prize a devoted band of employees, re- 
inforced by regular soldiers, fought 
until they baffled the flames. 

"For seven hours a sea of fire surged 
around the mint, and Its little garri- 
son was cut off from retreat for hours 
at a time. After the lire had swept 
past the Mission street side and the 
certainty of its returning from the 
north became apparent, Captain of the 
Watch Laws ordered everything that 
would burri thrown Into the yard. 
Soldiers and 
Mint Employes 

worked with utmost baste, throwing 
great timbers and tank staves Into the 
court. Mere are erected some thirty 
tanks of blue vltrol the surfaces of 
which were soon covered with debris, 
into which Increasing- showers of cin- 
ders fell. Fortunately the Mint pos- 
sesses a good wall, and Engineer 
Brady, at his post, pumped water to 
the fire fighters assembled on the roof 
Of these, forty were mint employes, 
and they were aided by a company of 
coast artillery. 

"As tiie fighters swept up Fifth 
street the heat Increased to a danger- 
ous degree, as one by one the metro- 
politan hall and the historic Lincoln 
school burst Into flames, and, rein- 
forced the roar of the furnace of the 
Emporium. On the west ,the block 
bounded by Sixth and Market streets 
gave the gravest concern, for from this 
quarter the tire was certainly in its 
fury. Fanned by a 
Roaring 

Northerly Wind 

the flames rushed through the struc- 
tures, spreadln gto the Emma Spreckel 
building. Sheets of lire two hundred 
feet wide licked up the intervening 
houses on Mint avenue. Augmented 
by these tinder boxes, the blast of the 
lire burnt fiercely on the northwest 
corner of the mint. 

"A few desperate fighters, under 
Chief Kennedy of Oakland, were driv- 
en from between by tottering chim- 
neys, where the determined inon bad 
stood throwing buckets of water up- 
on the blazing roof of the Refinery. 
It is largely due to the experience of 
Chief Kennedy that the weakest spot 
of all was saturated with sufficient 
water to stay the flames. 

"When the fire leapt, Mint avenue 
was a solid mass of flames, )>ut the 
refinery men stuck to their windows 
as long as the glass remained in the 
frames. Seventy-five feet of Inch 
hose played a. slender stream upon the 
windows, while the floor was washed 
with diluted sulphuric acid. Ankle 
deep in this, soldiers an. I employes 

stuck to t he floor 
Until the Windows 
Were Shattered, 

and the Inner walls began lo burn. 
Blinding aiul suffocating smoke neces- 
sitated the .abandonment of the hose, 
and the fighters retreated lo the floor 
below, down in the treasury vaults, 
wherh untold wealth Is so well safe- 
guarded. Men leaning on their rifles 
UOUghed Into the strangling smoke. 
Then the walls of the brick building 
across the street fell In. There was n 
lighting chance, so back to the, upper 
story the lire fighters returned, led 
by Supl.

Shipping of Port 
Is at a Standstill 

The Pacific 'Mail company's steamer 
China, witli a cargo including foodstuffs, 
arrived from the Orient and was docked 
at Oakland in order that the supplies be 
distributed there. The shipping of San 
Francisco is at a standstill, and such 
will be the state of affairs while the city 
is in the least endangered. The United 
States cruisers Chicago and Marbleliead 
are stationed off Meiggs' wharf aud pre- 
vent every vessel from leaving the har- 
bor. The' vessels are being held here to 
be ready for any emergency that may 
arise. 

The federal authorities removed all 
the customs restrictions from the cargo 
of the steamer China ns soon as possible 
and the riee, v ten and other foodstuffs 
from the Orient were taken off the ves- 
sel and sent to the aid of the stricken 
Chinese. Until next Monday the for- 
eign vessels will .be examined merely to 
puss upon the health of the vessels. 

All Homeless Persons 
Being Cared For 

The committee having in charge ths 
relief of the hungry report that every 
homeless person here is being cared for 
and that there is no suffering on the 
score of either food or drink within tho 
city. Within a few hours an ample 
supply of milk will he assured. 

The committee is establishing new 
relief stations wherever needed. In ad- 
dition, at many points on the outskirts 
individual or independent organizations 
are working in connection with the com- 
mittee.

Are Confident of an 
Ample Water Supply 

Experts of the Spring Valley AVater 
company who have been engaged in 
making a thorough examination of the 
mains and reservoirs of the system have 
reported that the company has in its 
j reservoirs enough water to supply the 
city at the regular rate of 35,000,000 
gallons per day for a period of sixty 
Idays. 

Tl nly immediate .problem is that 

of getting this supply of water into the 
city. Already pipes have been repaired 
in certain sections, and a supply of 7.- 
000,000 gallons per day is coming in 
through Ocean View from Lake Merced. 
About 1,000,000 gallons of this is being 
consumed daily by Ocean View and the 
other towns along the pipes, but 0,000,- 
(Mltf gallons daily is reaching and wiil 
continue to reach the city proper. 

Within a few hours another supply 
of 0,000,000 gallons daily will be piped 
into the city from College Hills. This 
will furnish water to the northern see- 
itioit of the city. Already water is being 
supplied to the Black Point and Pacific 
Heights districts, and with an additional 
supply of 4,000,000 gallons daily, which 
is assured from lines that, will bo re- 
paired within a day or two. tin? city 
will within a few davs be receiving a 
supply of between 10,000,000 and 17.- 

000,000 gallons, which is practically, 
equal to half the nnioUtlt that was being 
furnished to the entire city prior to the 
earthquake. This makes it certain that: 
the city will be 'habitable again almost 
immediately, food supplies already being 
assured. 

The Work at the 
Emergency Hospitals. 

At the emergency hospitals, ' which 
were quickly established and attend- 
ed by many physicians, the only com- 
plaint that really exists is the lack of 
bedding. Though the army find navy 
havo been culled on for blankets, 
quilts, and the like, the supply fur- 
nished by these departments is not.

THE NOTORIOUS IHMI6RATI0N CONTRACT 



Further Particulars of the Bare- 
faced Methods of the 
Grafters. 



Ottawa, April 21. — (Special)— It is a 
general subject of comment that the 
opposition this session is displaying 
better lighting form than has been 
shown for several years. Hardly a 
day passes but the government is put 
upon its defence. Last night was the 
culmination of a series of attacks upon 
the ministry in connection with the 
scandalous contract with the North 
Atlantic Trading Company. All last 
session the government steadfastly 
refused to give any information about 
this mysterious concern, and the same 
luetics were pursued during the early 
part of the present session. The sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding the 
contract iia-vC-, however, aroused the 
country, and the government Anally 
was compelled to produco the papers 
\o the .House. The documents do not 
show tho names of the parties com- 
prising the company, but there is a 
shrewd suspicion that both Messrs. 
y if ton and Preston are deep into it. 
To crowded house and galleries Sir. 
Foster last night In a caustic manner 
traced the history of the company and 

Denounced the Deception 
Perpetrated upon the people's repre- 
sentatives. It seems it was in the 
fall of 1890 when James Smart, then 
deputy minister of the Interior, but 
now Canadian representative, visited 
England. After a trip to tho conti- 
nent with Mr. Preston they hit upon 
the happy device of paying a bonus 
to the so-called company for every 
man and woman who came to Canada 
from all the countries of continental 
Europe except France, Spain. Italy, 
Portugal and Greece. Sir. Smart 1ms 
repeatedly said this session that he 
could not give the names of the men 
constituting the company, as publicity 
would subject them to prosecution by 
some of the continental governments. 
It is a criminal offence in countries 
like Germany and Austria- Hungary to 
endeavor to induce people to emigrate. 
Many years ago John Dyke, then the 
Canadian agent at Liverpool, was Im- j 
prisoned in Germany I'm- over three j 
months for being too zealous in en- j 
deavoring to get Germans to go to j 
Canada, and It was with the greatest] 
difficulty that his release was secured 
at the end of that time. Because of | 
the laws against Inducing emigration, 
Mr. Smart said the names of those 
composing' the company must be with- 
held. All the same the people of: 
Canada have paid to 

This Mysterious Concern 
during the last three years a total sum 
of $105,000; and again the question is 
asked, who constitutes the company? 
Since the original contract of 1891) 
was entered into there have been two 
revisions, making practically the full 
duration of tho agreement fifteen 
years. Tho company was bound 
spend $15,000 annually in emigration 
work, but there is absolutely no check 
upon these operations. There is 
nothing to show that they fulfilled 
their part of the bargain, nothing to 
prove that the emigrants they sent out 
came to Canada, or if they came that 
It was through their instrumentality. 
It is tho most farcical arrangement 
ever devised, designed simply to put u 
pot of money into somebody's pocket. 
If the agreements were continued until 
loot! it would mean not less than 
million dollars to the promoters. Ono 
curious feature about the affair is that 
tho company was not registered until 
last year, and although its headquar- 
ters is supposed to bo Amsterdam, It 
was Incorporated in the island of 
Guernsey, with a number of 

Solicitors' Clerks as Shareholders 
Last session it was declared again 
and again that the concern was a cor- 
porate entity. Hon. .Mr. Oliver, who 
defended the government, made a very 
labored reply to the strictures of Mr. 
Foster, but at last had to admit that 
the government had decided to throw 
up the sponge. He declared that the 
contract was a good one, but that in 
the estimation of tlie government it 
had not been lived rip to in full by the 
company. Pressed for information on 
tills point, he declared that the com- 
pany had not carried on Its work in 
Norway, Sweden and Finland as stipu- 
lated in the contract. Instead of im- 
migration Into Canada from these 
countries increasing, it had steadily 
fallen off. and on these grounds Lord 
Strathcona had been asked to notify 
the company that no bonuses would 
be paid under the contract on immi- 
grants arriving In Canada after No- 
vember .'U tliis year. The ringing 
cheers from the opposition which 
greeted Mr. Oliver's announcement 
was ample justification for the atti- 



tude It had assumed on this question 
during the past two sessions. 

Prince Arthur's Visit 
Prince Arthur of Connaught had a 
strenuous week in Ottawa. He bore 
himself In a princely maimer at all 
public functions, and was evidently 
glad to escape from official work at 
every opportunity. It was a curious 
commentary on the .attitude of Ottawa 
people that while thousands gathered 
at the station and on the streets to 
see the Prince arrive, not more than 
a dozen were present at the station 
this morning to see him depart. Ot- 
tawans evidently then were satisfied 
and they were willing from their point 
of view that "the tumult and the 
shouting" for the Prince should quietly 
die. Senator Scott, who lias been 
officially cheered for Governor-General 
during the week, would not let the last 
opportunity pass, and lie and Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, assisted by the Mayor 
and Air. Sugimura, vice-consul for 
Japan, tried to give a final hurrah, but 
had to be content with a "Chatauquu 
salute." The Prince goes right through 
to Niagara Falls, where he spends 
Sunday quietly. On his visit to Ham- 
ilton the people wanted an hour more 
and this could not be. granted. There- 
upon the mayor and corporation got 
huffed, and the Prince will have to 
pass through Hamilton on Monday 
carrying away the impression that 
Hamilton lias the "merry ha! ha!" 
whereat the papers of that city are 
very witty. 

Conservative Leader in Senate 
It is conceded that the selection of 
Senator Lougheed as the opposition 
leader in tho upper house in succes- 
sion to Senator Howell was the very 
best that could be made. A Toron- 
tonian by birth, Senator Lougheed Is a 
man In the prime of life, a lawyer by 
profession, an excellent speaker, with 
wide parliamentary experience, he will 
certainly make an excellent general 
and will reecHe the most cordial sup- 
port from his Conservative colleagues. 
Result of Forestry Congress 

The outcome of the Canadian for- 
estry congress Is seen in Mr. Oliver's 
bill setting apart a reserve of the Do- 
minion lands in British Columbia. Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, the object 
being to protect and improve the for- 
ests for the purpose of maintaining aj 
permanent supply of timber, to main- 
tain conditions favorable to a con-j 
tinuous water supply and to protect I 
as far as the parliament of Canada has j 
jurisdiction tin; animals, fish and' 
birds within the boundaries of the 
proposed reserves. Ten reserves al- 
together are to be constituted, and 
rangers will be placed In charge of 
every one in British Columbia. The 
area will be 11S square miles in the! 
vicinity of bong Lake, in the railway 
belt, consisting of townships 17 and 
IS and ranges y> and 1!) west of the 
sixth initial meridian.

DESTRUCTION OF 'FRISCO 

AS SEEN FROM SHIP 

Port Bos Angeles, April 21. — The 
steamer itamuri, 'bound for Hamburg, 
Germany, which put in here this morn- 
ing, it is ibelievcd, is the first vessel to 
bring by water route those who wit- 
nessed the destruction of San Francisco. 

"The itamuri left San Francisco 
Thursday afternoon when the Humes 
seemed to lie at their height," said 
First Mate Charles Appen, in his de- 
scription of the catastrophe. "As seen 
from the bay it was sublime, but a ter- 
rible spectacle. We were anchored more 
than a mile out in the roadstead, bul 
tlie wind, as it swept over tlie burning 
city down upon us, was like tlie breath 
of a demon. At times it: was impossible 
-fur us to remain on deck. The water 
of the bay became heated. The terrific 
concussion of dynamite and artillery 
along the water front by the soldiers 
in their at tempts to stop the Haines 
brought [hundreds of fish to the surface. 
Our clearance papers were burned, but 
we could not remain at our anchorage, 
and Into Thursday afternoon we started 
toward the open sea. 

"Wharves along the waterfront which 
had not been consumed were filled with 
people. They beckoned to us that

Wo could see them holding up their 
hands in the attitude of prayer, It was 
the thought of self-preservation for us 
all that kept the Itanmri's- course un- 
changed. As we passed through tin' 
Golden (Bite tlie hills on ooch side were 
mountains ol" Homes. In some places 
the earth spots showed where the build- 
ings Ji ail been already consumed, but 
these were few. 

"It was dusk when the passed oul of 
the harbor. The waves, instead of scin- 
tillating with tdi o rays of the selling 
sun, burned scarlet from the lire to right 
and left. At (midnight, when we wore 
well out to sea, 1 should say thirty miles, 
the flames "were still visible, and until 
almost the dawn of another day we 
stood on deck nnd watched tho reflection

FERRY BUILDING WAS THREATENED 



With Every Detail Magnitude of 
the Horror Grows—Alarm 
Re Honolulu. 



SAN FRANCISCO, April 20. — 
Plunged into absolute darkness 
tonight at 10 o'clock, Han Fran- 
cisco, has not seen the conclusion of 
the devastating- work of the conflagra- 
tion. The Are that started at Xob Hill 
and worked its way to the North Beach 
.section, sweeping that section clean 
of buildings, was later veered around 
by a fierce wind and made its way 
southerly to the Immense «ea-\vall 
sheds and grain warehouses. The 
flames were heading directly for the 
immense lorry building, the terminal 
point of all central overland and locul 
trains of the Southern Pacific road. 
The darkness and the wind, which ul 
times amounted to a gale, added fresh 
terrors to the situation. It was decid- 
ed to swear in immediately 1,000 spe- 
cial policemen armed , witli rifles fur- 
nished by the federal government. In 
addition to this force companies of the 
National Guard arrived from many 
interior points. It was reported 10- 
nlght that throe white men had been 
shot and killed while attempting to 
work their way Into the ruins of the 
United States sub-treasury on Com- 
mercial street. Two Chinese were 
shot and killed on Market street for 
refusing to obey orders of the sol- 
tliery. 

Six hundred laborers from the ocean 
shore arrived tonight to look after the 
city's sewer to prevent an epidemic 
and the United JRuMways company, 
concentrated its efforts to clean up 
Eome of tliestreois. 

Reports of babes being born in the 
refugee camps were frequently) re- 
ceived. 

Five Women Bocamo Mothers in Golden 
Gate Park. 

Tonight the main remaining tire was 
confined to east of Van Ness avenue 
and north of Union street, but was 
burning its way to the. shore. Late 
this afternoon the police broke open 
every saloon and corner grocery In the 
Paved districts and poured all malt 
and spirituous liquors into the gutters. 

The thrco story lodging house at 
Fifth and Minna streets collapsed, .and 
over dead bodies have been ' taken 
out. There is at lenst f>0 other dead 
bodies exposed. This building was 
one of the first to take fire on Fifth 
street. At least 100 people were lost 
in the Cosmopolitan on Fourth street. 

The only building standing between 
Mission, Howard, Fast and Stewart 
streets is the San Pablo hotel, which Is 
occupied and running. The shot tower 
at First and Howard streets is gone. 
This landmark was built 10 years ago. 

Thp Rlsdon Iron Works is partially 
dest royed. 
Some of the More Fortunate Firms. 

The Great Western Smelting & Re- 
lining Works escaped damage, also the 
Mutual Elctrlct Light Works with 
slight damage to the American Rubber 
company. Vietagas Englno Co.. Folger 
Bros, coffee and spice house is unin- 
jured, and tlie linn is giving away largo 
quantities of bread and milk. 

Many are dropping dead from the 
heat and from suffocation. Over 1!>0 
people are reported lost in the Bruns- 
wick hotel, Seventh and Mission 
streets. 

The following message was received 
today: "The Merchants' Association 
of New York sends its sympathy to the 
stricken people of San Francisco and 
proffers assistance upon any lines de- 
sired. Advise by wire of your neces- 
sity with suggestion as to any manner 
in which wo can serve you. our board 
meets today to take action." 

in response to the above the Melt- 
chants' Association of San Francisco 
sent the following: "Full appreciation 
of your sympathy and offers of service. 
Probably one hundred thousand home- 
less, with banks, supply houses and 
hotels destroyed. Food supplies not 
requiring cooking most desired."

FEEDING VAST MULTITUDES 

OF HOMELESS UNFORTUNATES 

San Francisco, April 20. — The prob- 
lem now confronting the city govern- 
ment and federal authorities is how 
to feed the multitudes of destitute. 
Supplies are coming in by the load, 
but as yet the system of distribution 
Is not yet in complete working order. 
At the Presidio, where 5,000 people are 
camped, affairs are conducted with 
military precision. Water is plenti- 
ful and rations arc dealt out all day 
long. The refugees stand patiently hi 
lino and there is not a. murmur. This 
characteristic is observed all over the 
city. The poplo are brave and patient, 
and the order preserved by them has 
been of great assistance. In Golden 
Gate park are encamped 200,000 peo- 
ple.. They are being taken care of. A 
liugh supply station has been establish- 
ed there and provisions arc being 
dealt out. Probably 100,000 more peo- 
ple: are camped in vacant lots and 
squares scattered about the city, and 
these are the unfortunates that arc 
hard to reach. The banks have not 
yet decided wiiat to do. In all cases 
the vaults are intact and as soon as 
quarters can be provided business will 
be resumed. Six hundred men from 
the Ocean Shore railway will arrive 
tonight with wagons and Implements 
and commence immediate work on the 
sewer system. 

Inspectors are going from house to 
house examining chimneys and will is- 
sue permits to build fires. 

RESUME OF DESTRUCTION

PROTESTANT ORPHANS' HOME. 

A correspondent, Writing In another 
column, requests that we should con- 
tinue the sermon we preached on a 
recent Sunday morning, taking for our 
text, "So they hanged Hainan on the 
gallows that he had. prepared for 
Jlordecai." Preaching, we may say, 
is not in our regular line, and if It 
were we do not believe that It is well 
to harp too much 011 one string. This 
is probably a fault of some persons 
whose regular avocation is preaching, 
and in, the case of the Colonist our 
object was to promote peace, harmony 
and Christian charity rather than to 
foment trouble where too much trouble 
already existed. For that reason a 
number of letters 011 the subject were 
refused insertion. Now that the 
plaintiff:; in the action have accom- 
plished the object they had in view, 
which was in our opinion a legitimate 
object, viz., to establish the practice 
that ought to prevail according to the 
constitution of the Home, It is in the 
interests of that institution that the 
breach should be allowed to heal. Il 
appeared almost anomalous — in fact, 
was anomalous — that there should be 
squabbling over the affairs of an 
orphanage, the very basis of which 
implied charity and goodwill. It is 
now settled thai the election of ofllcers 
must be held in a certain manner, and 
that the directorate shall be comprised 
of a certain number of persons. The 
principle is laid down that there shall 
be no control by any element other 
than those whom tho subscribers 
choose to place in authority. Any 
departure from that principle in the 
future must be sanctioned by the 
legislature. It behooves those, there- 
fore, who have the real good of the 
Institution at heart to settle their dif- 
ferences, sinking personal considera- 
tions, and to unite with that one object 
in view. Any other course of action 
would imply that if was dictated by 
motives not in accord with their pro- 
fessions. All we have to say in the 
way 1 > C sermonizing is, let peace and 
brotherly love prevail.

It means considerable self- 
sacrifice so as to achieve a definite 
object. It should be undertaken only 
with a due sense of tho responsibili- 
ties attaching to It. It should not be 
undertaken except with a full deter- 
mination to carry out fully and com- 
pletely the things that are proposed to 
be done, so that the outcome may not 
be to add to the graveyard of good 
resolutions from time to time made 
by the citizens of Victoria in one 
capacity or another and left unful- 
filled. 

In this connection it is highly de- 
sirable to refer to another and perhaps 
more important subject. There lias 
just been received in the city of Vic- 
toria the report of the royal commis- 
sion on transportation, which held 
sessions here last year, and also in 
Vancouver and New Westminster. It 
will be remembered that the Board of 
Trade of Victoria made representa- 
tions upon a number of important 
matters affecting transportation con- 
ditions, and it may fairly be claimed 
that it Is due to the statement pre- 
sented by the special committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose that the 
recommendations contained In the re- 
port have been made. These are 
given in another column, and are well 
worthy of perusal. "Whether they 
will be acted upon by the government 
is another question. Let us hope that 
the authorities will have a due appre- 
ciation of the responsibility of seri- 
ously considering the recommendations 
of a body appointed by themselves. 
The recommendations are altogether 
too Important to be 'discussed editori- 
ally in one Issue of the paper, and we 
propose to refer to them again. So 
far as this coast is concerned, they 
are both sweeping and to some extent 
radical in their character. One mat- 
ter, to which the board has paid 
special attention, Is dealt with in a 
very satisfactory manner. We refer 
to the abolition of compulsory pilot- 
age at this port. In this respect the 
position of the board has been strongly 
sustained, and if the larger questions 
of the report cannot be dealt with for 
the present, there should at least be 
no delay in having this particular 
recommendation carried out.

RE BOARD OF TRADE. 

A BcrieH of resolutions were pre- 
sented at the Board of Trade on Fri- 
day respecting a line of work which 
■was fully outlined in their text. Mr. 
Davies, the mover, at a previous- meet- 
ing of the council and at the meeting 
in question spoke at some length In 
explanation of the resolutions, and the 
mutter was discussed by a number of 
the members very fully. Tho object 
seems to be twofold: First, to in- 
augurate a. line of enquiry with re- 
spect to Victoria and the Island of 
Vancouver, for tho purpose of having 
in succinct, form all the information 
available upon subjects which affect 
the development of tho island from a 
commercial and industrial point of 
view, with a system of distribution In 
connection therewith which would give 
publicity to tho facts In the quarters 
most desirable; and, second, that 
there should be at the Board of Trade 
building an exhibit of products, which 
would Illustrate in a concrete way the 
resources of which there are statistical 
record obtained in the manner pro- 
posed; 

The matter was referred to the 
council of tho board for further con- 
sideration, and we may hope to have 
a dennito report on tho same at an 
early date. It Is proposed to have a 
sub-committee of 25 members, made 
up preferably of the younger element 
of the hoard, with duties supplement- 
ary to the regular duties of the organ- 
ization. The scheme Is one requiring 
careful consideration and onei to bo

COMPANY. 

The Xorth Atlantic Trading Com- 
pany, wo may state In reply to an en- 
quiry for information, does not "trade" 
in the ordinary commercial sense of 
the term. It was formed for the 
purpose of exploiting the Dominion 
treasury: and as It had the "working" 
of that Institution In view, it may be 
said to be industrial rather than com- 
mercial There is, however, a sug- 
gestion of trafflclng in the nature of 
the operations as well as In the name. 
We are really not In a position to give 
any more definite information on the 
subject than are members of the Do- 
minion government, and would advise 
all correspondents to apply to Hun. 
Clifford Slfton, late minister of the 
Interior. The Xorth Atlantic Trading 
Company seems to have been a special 
side line of his own, and with him was 
associated' two other worthies, W. T. 
R. Preston, Dominion immigration 
agent in London, and James A. Smart, 
late deputy minister of the Interior. 
Although presumably a Canadian in- 
dustry, it has Its head offices in 
Guernsey, one of the "Silly" islands, if 
we remember rightly, not because the 
transactions of the company were in 
any sense silly, as. witli a capital of 
J15.000 and a yearly expenditure of 
$10,000, it has received nearly $200,000. 
Headers will observe that it is really 
an extremely paying c oncern. 

ONTARHTS NEW MINING LAW. 

The Ontario government is covering 
itself with legislative glory during th" 
present session, demonstrating that 
while truly Conservative in name and 
principle it is at the same time lOic 
most progressive government that On- 
tario ever possessed. The late Oliver 
Mowat, while in his prime, as the direct- 
ing spirit of >Ve administration of thai 
province for a number of years, he did 
some admira'ble work in the way of 
codifying tho .laws and determining tflie

"What success Is helng had in the col- 
lection of United States currency in the 
Canadian West for export out of Canada'/" 
was asked a prominent official of the Can- 
adian Hank of Commerce by a Winnipeg 
free Press reporter. 

"It would be very difficult to give even 
an approximate estimate," was the answer, 
"considering that all the chartered hanks 
of Canada are engaged in the task either 
leisurely or energetically. As Is known, 
the chartered banks of Canada are given 
three-eighths of one per cent, for the col- 
lection and forwarding of United States 
currency in circulation In the Dominion 
for the purpose of taking this foreign and 

oitent imes embarrassing medium of ex- 
change out of tlie trade and commerce of 
Canada, The Canadian Haul: of t'ommer 
throughout Western Canada by means of 
Its agencies, and I suppose all the other 
chartered banks are doing the same, Is 
quietly pursuing, the policy of gathering 
In United States currency and shipping it 
out of the country." 

"This, as may be readily understood;',' 
continued the hank official, "must be car- 
ried out slowly and circumspectly In order 
to prevent even a slight disorganization of 
business or even ' personal Inconvenience to 
a customer, but the quiet carrying oat of 
the policy of retaining United States 
money and not paying out any, as Is be- 
ing done by tlie Canadian chartered banks, 
must eventually result la the elimination 
from circulation In Canada of any consid- 
erable amount of United States currency." 

"You can understand," concluded the 
banker, "that three-eighths of one per 
cent, commission Allowed the banks for 
the •collection does not result In any par- 
ticular prollt. In fact. It Is doubtful if 
It covers ule actual expense, hut the with- 
drawal of a foreign currency with the at- 
tendant Inconvenience in business trans- 
actions would lie of advantage to the com- 
mercial world of Canada beyond even the 
fact that its presence In Canada necessar- 
ily displaces Canadian currency, thereby 
Indirectly entailing loss to the country."

"What Is tin- general process by which 
the Canadian hanks are, on the initiative 
•if the government, endeavoring to elim- 
inate United State* silver from Canada?" 
Mr. Henry Druniniond, assistant receiver 
general In Winnipeg, was asked. 

"After a certain quantity Is collected 
by a branch of any of the chartered 
banks," Said Mr. Drutnmond, "the amount 
Is sent to tlie Hank of .Montreal in New 
York, whir., hands it over to the United 
States treasury. After making allowances 
or deduct ions for any defacements, etc., 
tlie Hank of Montreal receives Its value 
and remits to the finance department at 
Ottawa, which remits to me with Instruc- 
tions lo hand over to the different hanks, 
according to their consignments. 

• 'The process or collecting United Slates 
currency Is necessarily slow," continued 
Mr. Druniniond; "particularly In the Can- 
adian West, with the enormous and contin- 
uous Influx of people from the United 
States, their business relations with the 
places they have left ami Hie closer busi- 
ness relations hetween Western Canada 
and the United States than exists in the

Francis and the Oaks. Caruso, Scotti, 
Miss Walker, Miss Abbott, Miss Jacob y 
and other principals were at the Palace. 
Plancon, Dippel and Mine. .Sembrieh 
were at llie St. ITVancis, and the 
musicians and choruses at the Oaks.

The sudden shock brought all oul of 
their bedrooms in all kinds of ail ire.

Vet until destroyed by lire the lug 
caravansary stood (irmly on its [founda- 
tion. Yet' it seemed so utterly useless 
to do anything to avoid their fate that 
all remained quiet. 

Speaking of the disaster, Signor Ca- 
ruso said: 

Vesuvius Horror Recalled 

"It instantly recalled the horrors in 
my native Naples, °f which 1 have been 
reading'. 1 have no doubt that the 
earthquake here has some relation lo 
the eruption of Vesuvius." 

Miss Walker said.: "We are too hap- 
py to have saved our lives to think of 
our dresses." 

Dippel" spoke in the same strain, 
I hough ho lost costumes valued nt $15,- 
000. 

Press Representative C. H. Mcltzer 
said : 

"The members of the company desire 
ito express thcil- gratitude to tin; people 
of San Francisco, who, although them- 
selves wholly or partly 'ruined, seemed 
to forget their own troubles.

The 
recommendations of the commission, 
however, respecting British Columbia 
conditions, are very important and org 
as follows: 

That a further and exhaustive explor- 
ation and survey be made in order to 
ti'lid tin- best mule from the plains of 
Alberta to an ocean port on the west si'Jo 
of Vancouver Island. 

That in case of the building of s 
bridge at Seymour Narrows or olsewlior; 
connecting the mainland of British Co- 
lumbia with the Island of Vancouver 
such bridge and the approaches there 
to, and the land on both sides of the 
I water running back from same, such d's- 
tance us may bo deemed reasonably nec- 
essary to allow of free access thereto, 
be owned and controlled by the govern- 
ment of Canada with the view of ac- 
cording equal rights on and over strdi 
bridge and its approaches, to all rail- 
ways desiring to use il. 

That in view of the fact that in many 
cases the 

Present Charges for Pilotage 
appear to be without warrant of law, bat 
rather to bo based on the desire of the 
board of pilotage commissioners to gei 
away from the injustice of having to 
make heavy charges for service not ren- 
dered (many masters regularly and by 
preference, taking out or bringing in 
their own vessels, whether paying the 
charge or otherwise), your commission 
would recommend that the regulations 
governing pilotage be amended lo suit 
the circumstances of tbo port, and that 
no charge he made while no pilot is em- 
ployed, in cases where it appears to be 
reasonable, to allow all masters, or, those 
of certain boats or lines of boats, lo 
bring in their vessels without the aid of 
a pilot. 

That in accordance with the principle 
heretofore affirmed, the government of 
Canada proceed to obtain by negotia- 
tion, purchase, expropriation . or other-

or reasonably usable in connection there- 
with, as are owned or controlled by Ihe 
province of British Columbia or the city 
oi Victoria or other public bodies, to- 
gether with such oilier lands as the cir- 
cumstances show to be reasonably nec- 
essary, and all land obtained in the man- 
ner above described or otherwise, ami 
all now in possession of or owned by 

the Dominion government, be thereaft- 
er owned, held, administered and con- 
trolled by the government of Canada for 
the public benefit, and with the view to 
the accommodation of all interests which 
now or hereafter may deside to centre at 
or use the said port. 

That, as soon as Ihe land above men- 
tioned has been obtained, a competent 
engineer be appointed to make a full 
report on tin- improvements asked for 
in Ihe inner harbor, as well as on the 
question of breakwater accommodation | 
so as lo enable your government to ilea 
with ihe mailer of improvements am 
lo decide whal are advisable for ill! 
mediate construction. 

New Westminster 

In view of th" large lumber ami can- 
ning industries al. Ibis point, il is ad- 
visable to keep up a standard of depth 
sufficient to allow of sea-going vessels 
reaching the harbor.

The grass is their bed and 
their daily clothing their only protec- 
tion against the penetrating fog of the 
ocean or the chilling dew of the morning 
I'Vosh meat disappeared Wednesday 
morning nnd canned foods and bread- 
stuffs are Ihe only victuals in evidence. 

Not. alone are the parks the places of 
refuge. Every large vacant lot in tho 
safe zones has been preempted and even 
the cemeteries are crowded. 

A. well known young lady of social 
position when asked today where slio 
find spent the night replied: 
"On a grave." 

Throughout the entire western portion 
of the peninsula of San Francisco these 
camps are located. The municipal safe- 
ly committee has had plans for concen- 
trating these unfortunate people in sev- 
eral great camps, bul: unless they are 
forcibly herded together like cattle this 
scheme' seems impossible of accomplish- 
ment. 

•San Francisco is geographically an 
isolated city, lis nearest largest neigh- 
bor on the soulh is Los Angeles, 600 
miles away. To the north is Portland, 
nearly 800 miles distant and its near- 
est sister in the great east is Salt Lake 
■City, 1,0011 miles away. These cities 
and all of the less populated nearer 
towns are making sacrifices for the des- 
tittlte here, but it is to the big cities of 
the nation that Sun Francisco looks with 
anxious eyes for relief in its time of

REFUGEES TELL 



Those Who Fled on Morning of 
the Disaster Tell Horrors 
of Doomed City. 



NARRATIVES OF. SOME EYE WITNESSES 



Awakened by Shock and Rush to 
the Streets and Witness 
Scenes of Terror. 



Fortlaml, April 21. — Many refugees 
arc arriving lion' from stricken San 
Francisco, each with harrowing experi- 
ences to relate. A Seattle •traveler, H. 
K. Dent, who was u gilcst at the Palace 
hotel, said: 

"When I had sot a Cow personal pos- 
sessions together > t nil reached the streets 
the sight, was ho.vible. Severn! of the 
• lent! were stretched wit on the streets, 
the sidewalks wore torn up, in placci 
the rtriiWs .Scoinei'lVidye- barricaded with 
huge piles of debris, and live .electric 
wires were hanging down everywhere. 

"A regular panic seemed to have tak- 
en hold of everyone, and men and -women 
were wandering around, disregarding the 
falling stones, in a dazed manner. The 
greatest amount of damage at that 'time 
appeared to he in the downtown dis- 
tricts and along the water front. I be- 
lieve that hundreds of people lost, their 
lives, especially those who lived in the 
tenement district. These buildings col- 
lapsed like eggshells. 1 noticed one wo- 
man, apparently oio.ro than SO years 
old. crawling along the sidewalk with 
llilobd streaming from heir head' «md 
her clothing almost torn from her body". 
This is only our out of the numerous 
scenes that 1 observed while on the way 
to the ferry. 

Praise for the Police 

''Policemen, however, worked like 
beavers. Automobiles could bo seen on 
every hand, conveying injured persons 
to the 'hospitals. Every sort of vehicle 
•was pressed into service to carry uio 
deail and injured away. At many places 
1 had to pick my way over heaps of 
rubbish, over uprooted poles and around 
live wires, in order to get to the ferry. 
1 reached the ferry when the third ami 
last load of pitftseiigci'S was crossing 
to Oakland. I learned that the tirst 
boat that crossed contained not more 
than fifty persons, the second not more 
■than 200, but the third and last 1>oat 
that was allowed by the authorities to 
Heave for Oakland was loaded to the 
Tail:. .When the e\icni . . r the catas- 
trophe was realized, people by the hun- 
dreds tried to gel out of the city, bill 
their escape was shut off. 

Saw Scores of Fires 

"Before I left the city I believe that 
1 could have counted more than a score 
of tires, which seemed lo break out in 
every direction. A small blaze, not larg- 
er than a hat. would appear in the 
lower door of a frame building, ami in 
an instant the structure would he a 
lnasfs of lire, Everything appeared to 
burn like tinder, and I am not surprised 
1o learn that tire has devastated the en- 
tire city." 

Earthquake in Sacramento 

Fred A. IvHbs, the well known local 
lumberman, was in San Francisco the 
night before the earthquake, but went, 
np to Sacramento, ami was there when 
the series of tfhoeks occurred that 
wrought Midi havoc. He caught the 
northbound train al Duvisvillo and 
reached here kiwi night. 

"I was n| the Capital hotel in Sacra: 
ineilto," said .Mr. Ivrlbs, in describing 
the matter after his arrival, "and was 
aroused from my slumbers by the awful

din and confusion incident to the shocks. 
Of course it was no comparison to what 
they experienced in San Francisco, but' 
it was certainly bad enough. 

Sacramento Post Office Damaged 

"The Federal building, at: Seventh and 
K streets, in which are located tin- post- 
office, bind office and internal revenue 
office, was badly damaged, and other 
(structures throughout the city were 
more or less injured. The dome of the 
Catholic cathedral, which looms up above 
that of tli o state capital building, swayed 
and .shook like a reed, and everybody 
expected it. to fall at any moment. 

"The reports from .San Francisco 
aroused the most intense excitement, in 
Sacramento, the two places being closely 
identified by commercial and social ties. 
■When 1 left in the afternoon of Wednes- 
day they were already discussing the 
feasibility of circulating a relief petition, 
and I know they will come through all 
right in that respect. I feel proud of 
Portland for what she has done in this 
direction, and you can count on mo for 
a good subscription. 

How the Streets Looked 

"On the train coming up I met sev- 
eral -iperso'ns who were in the midst of 
the earthquake in San Francisco, all of 
whom gave graphic accounts .of their 
experiences. A traveling man named 
Wilkinson told me that looking up Mar- 
ket street from the ferry building it 
seemed as if the car tracks had been 
twisted by some gigantic human process, 
and practically every bllildjll'-' on each 
side of the thoroughfare us far as the 
eye could reach was cut of plumb iu 
some way. 

"Along Kearney street, he *aid. the 
ground appeared sunken In spots, indi- 
cating that it must have settled badly, 
although far removed from the lilled-in 
district." 

Describes Terror of Day 

"I am sure the building rocked sev- 
eral feet," said John lleutley, who with 
his wife and two children was slaying 
iu the Winchester .hotel, on Third, near 
Market street. "We were almost thrown 
out of our beds, and 'then there came a 
shower of plaster and window glass. 
We rushed out after having dressed hur- 
riedly, and found things in a terrible 
condition. Debris everywhere. Dead 
horses here and corpses of men there. 

Tllic police called every passing vehlc'c 

into service, and we saw Witgonloads 
of dead being hauled away. One auto- 
mobile bad bodies piled up like cord- 
wood, 

"We were on the last, ferry lo leave 
the city, and it nearly careened on •re- 
count of the throng. In reaching the 
other side of the bay some women were 
pushed into the water, but 1 believe they 
were rescue. 1. 

"The excitement was terrible. We 
arrived in San Francisco the night be- 
fore from Iowa and knew little about 
the city. 

Thinks Many V/ere Killed 

"Hundreds upon hundreds must have 
been killed in San Francisco by tin; full- 
ing buildings, and I do nof think thai 
±lto report that fully 2,000 persons lost 
their lives is exaggerated." 

Such was the statement made by I-). 
S. I'.rayinan. a traveling salesman, who 
arrived' in Portland lasl night upon the 
tirst train from San Francisco. When 
Mr. I'.rnynian arrived at the 'lintel Port- 
laud and it became known that be bad 
passed through 'part of the terrible 
catastrophe which bos befallen the un- 
fortunate city he was immediately sur- 
rounded by a largoi crowd of San Fran- 
ciscans, who listened several boms \g 
his narration of the frightful -scenes thai 
•were enacted. 

Many Tenements Collapse 

"I saw only two bodies, but I saw on 
my way 'to the ferry acres of friuno 
tenement buildings which had collapsed, 
undoubtedly killing hundreds of per- 
sons," said he. "The horror of the scene 
is indescribable. I was in Son Francisco 
less than an hour after the first shock, 
but 1 must have seen a hundred or more 
lircs which were raging iu every part of 
the city. 

"1 hud a room on the fourth floor of 
the Occidental hotel, ami was lying in 
lied awake when the first shock came. 
When I felt, the building tremble I 
jumped from my bed ami opened tl<* 
door of the room. I stood in the open 
door, where I was sheltered from the 
falling plaster. The shock lasted fully 
two minutes, and I only .managed to 
remain on my tfeot by holding on with 
all my strength to the sides of the door- 
way. Later other guests told me that 
they were thrown to the floor several 
times during the shock, and that it. was 
absolutely impossible for them to remain 
on their feet without bidding to some- 
thing. 

Describes the Earthquake 

"It was sufficiently Wghl in uiy room I 
to see, and I hurried down the stairs [ 
to the street, making my way over \he 
fallen plaster, 'broken glass and debris 
1 was in my bare feet, and t he only 
thing I bad on was Oly pajamas. Aftev 
I had reached the street I decided to 
return to my room and secure some 
clothing. No .sooner bad L reached my 
room than there was another shock. 
While very severe it was not quite *o 
violent as the first one. I grabbed my 
trousers this time and again ran to 
the street. Later 1 returned to my room 
ami dressed.

5:12 o'clock in the morning, as nearly 
every clock in the city stopped at that 

ti The second shock came out 15 

minutes later. Every bit of piaster in 
the hotel was torn loose and the iute- 
rior of the building was wrecked con- 
Werablyj ■although Khe walls oil the 
'building remained intact. 

"Great heroism was displayed by 
the guests. Most of the men assisted 
the women and children in the rush to 
escape and but few ipersous lost their 
heads. There were some army officers 
staying there and they were brave and 
rendered great assistance to the other 
gifests. After practically everyone hud 
escaped from the Occidental hotel 1 
understand the roof of the building 
caved in. 

Sees But Two Bodies 
"When I loft the hotel the first time 
there were but few persons on the 
streets. Across the street upon the 
sidewalk lay two bodies of men who 
evidently had been killed by Jailing 
stones and cement. These were the 
only two bodies that I saw. 

"All hi C the heavy . stone buildings 
•were standing, but the sidewalks were 
littered with stones and cement. There 
were large crevices in the street, and 
in some places they had sunk below 
the sidewalks many feet. Many of the 
stone buildings were out of place and 
leaning either toward the northeast or 
the southwest. The wires were down 
ami everything 'was confusion. 

"Within a few minutes the guests 
were pouring iOUl of the hotel by scores 
and I think most of them escaped be- 
fore the roof caved iu. 1 have no in- 
terests iu San Francisco, and knowing 
■that (he city was doomed. 1 started for 
the ferry as soon as I had donned my 
Clothing. 1 did not try to take any of 
my effects with me. When I left the 
Occidental hotel tin' was raging in a 
building only a few steps away. 

Frame Buildings Collapse 
"I saw most of the grcal destruction 
that. was . wrought when I was walking 
ito the ferry. Blocks and blocks of 
frame buildings had collapsed the same 

as though they hail ib< constructed of 

.pasteboard. Fire seemed to be in every 
direction. The policemen were pressing 
all the roliicles into service, presumably 
to carry the dead or injured or for sal- 
vage purposes. 

"I did not go direct to the ferry, but 
had to make a roundabout trip, as part 
of Market street, was roped oil' by the 
firemen because of the tire, which was 
on both sides of the street. Every 
direction I turned my eyes 1 saw (lames. 
The o'clock ferry left on time II 11(1 
there were not more 'than fifty persons 
on board. The ferry made two morn 
and then stopped. I understand 

the ferryboat was crowded lo ils 
<t capacity during the lust two

Wharves Disappear in Bay 
" I 'art of the wharves nlong the water 
front bad disappeared beneath the 
waves. From the ferry we obtained an 
excellent view of the different, fires. 
Whole blocks were enveloped in sheets 
of flame. At that: time hut lit tin wind 
•was blowing. The train left. Oakland 
about S o'clock ami about that lime a 
heavy wind came in from the ocean. 
The heavy pall of smoke froin lite burn- 
ing buildings in San Francisco overlook 
the train and preceded us to Port Costa. 
Hundreds of people in Oakland tried to 
obtain passage on the ferries to San 
FratlciscO to see the fires, lillle realizing 
how widespread and dangerous was the 
conflagration. When I saw all those 
lircs I realized that the oily would 

be destroyed, else I would nol have 

departed as hurriedly as 1 did. So sure 
•was I of the (hopelessness of the situa- 
tion that 1 tore up several orders from 
San Francisco business houses that I 
had in my pockets." 

City a Perfoct Bedlam 

"Nothing that will ever be '•'writ te • 

spoken will adequately portray the sccno 
of disorder and terror that was present- 
ed in the streets of San 'Francisco imme- 
diately lifter the shock had subsided," 

said A. .M. II lricks, of La Grande, 

who, with his wife, was at the Winches- 
ter hotel at the beginning of the catas- 
trophe ami came to Portland on the 
train last night. "Terrorized alien, wom- 
en and children were Hoeing for their 
lives 4n every direction. Some bore the 
ordeal with apparent, calmness, but oth- 
ers were almost demented. Together 
with the noise of falling buildings coma 
cries of fright, prayers and curses. The 
igrent metropolis was suddenly trans- 
formed from the lethargy of curly morn- 
ing to a perfect Bedlam. 

"My wife and I had room 121 at 4ho 
Winchester, We were awakened by 
falling plaster and the noise ami motion 
of the shock. I immediately realized 
that it. was an eartluiuake and told my 
wife to lie still till the motion stopped. 
Before wo left the bed we were com- 
pletely covered with laths and plaster. 

"As we left, our room and started for 
the street in our nlgh'telothca the body of 
a uroman fell io the bottom of the ele- 
vator shaft -which wns near our room. 
The elevator was running and Inking 
out bin inmates of the hotel. It was 
at. the Boor above (lie woman, and she 
had evidently been so terrified that she 
had jumped into the shaft without wait- 
ing for it to come down. Two men 
stopped and drugged mil Uier body as 
W0 passed by. 

"After jraining the street I returned to 



recover a diamond necklace which my 
wife bad left. By the lime 1 reached the 

r II the ceiling had fallen in, but I 

managed to move aside the debris and 
get the necklace. 

"Wo dressed hurriedly in the street, 
as did the other occupants of the hotels, 
mid most of those whom I saw come on: 
of other .buildings, and started for the 
ferry. I saw one or two dead bodies in 
the street, and noticed them carrying 
bodies out of the restaurant back or the 
Call building. Several automobiles 
passed by upon which bodies had been 
hurriedly slacked as if they were cord- 
wood. Buildings had collapsed on all 
sides-, and those which were still .stand- 
ing were wrecked beyond any possibility 
of repair. 

Thankful to Escape 

"My wife and I had made no effort to 
recover out- bag-gage and hurried empty- 
handed Lo the ferry. Wo crossed on the 
first trip to Oakland. There were nut 
more than fifty on the boat. With all 
the suffering and death that was around 
us we arc thankful to have escaped 
with our lives. 

"It is difficult to recall details of the 
scene, although it is pictured on my 
mind •with a vividness that can never be 
blotted out. It was like the recollection 
a horrible dream, only much worse. I 
hope that I shall never see the equal of 
it again or anything even approaching it 
in all of its horribleuess." 

George Mooney, , f Seattle, who makes 
bis summer home iu San Francisco, was 
another of the eye-witnesses upon the 
•train last night, who,, with his wife, bad 
•been guests at the Winchester hotel. 
They, like Mr. and Stiff. Hendricks, bad 
.been awakened by falling plaster, and 
bud escaped from 'their rooms and 
dressed iu the streets. 

Take the First Ferry 

"Nothing could be worn terrorizing 
than the sensations which followed the 
lirst shock," be said. "The run r of I Ii4 

disturbance was almost deafening. A 
sullen roar seemed til •accompany the 
trcillblillg which was mingled with the 
crash of falling buildings and the creak- 
ing of timbers, The large ,-oruice on 
the Winchester fell during the shock. 

We hurried through the streets us rap- 
idly .is possible and took the tirst ferry 
to Oakland." 

Oakland Panic-Strickon 
The excitement in Oakland wan 
scarcely less than in San [t'rauciscO, ac- 
cording to accounts given by W. I!. 
Haizlip. who was a ipassCllgcr on the 
train last evening. 'Mr. Ilnbslip is coll- 

-ted with the l-"s Angeles Abstrael 

Trust company and is on his way to 
Taeoma. lie was registered at tiro St. 
Lawrence hotel. 

"The e,,-. ii-e .population bt Oakland 
was demoralized by the earthquake," 
said .Mr. llaizlip. "They rushed about 
as thong 1 !! mad and did not know where 
to go. Pooplo wandered aimlessly in. 
every direction and up lo the time when 
'I took the train north the scene was 
one of tumuli. 

Oakland Carnegie Library Destroyed 

"I wished to see as much as possible 
of the condition ot the city and secured 
tin express, wagon in which I drove 
around the streets until almost train 
time. Every stone nod 'brick building 
iu the city was damaged more or less. 
Many will bave to be rebuilt, while oth- 
ers will need only slight repairing. 
LIurdly n window remained unbroken, 
and I do not believe thai one chimney 
in 500 was left standing. The new 
library building was one of the worst 

demolished structures that I saw. I 

side bad fallen out of People's Ex- 
press company building, a two-story 
structure. 

"Nearly the entire water supply of 
Oakland 'was shul oft I nusc of burst- 
ing pipes. The restaurants were unaoic 
to procure any water willi which to 
cook."

New York, April - 1. — ( ifllcers of the 
largo lire Insurance companies having 
their headquarters in Ibis city an- 
nounce Hint losses by earthquake were 
not included in the fire insurance pol- 
icies written for California; nnd that, 
such losses could not be allowed even 
if the companies were so inclined, be- 
cause the laws of New York state pro- 
hibit it. 

The rulings on tile lossc:-; by lire, 
however, will. It. 1» said, be brofd, the 
insurance companies apparently agree- 
ing that to draw the lines with any 
severity whatsoever would be ex- 
tremely unwise in theYn.se of such tin 
appalling disaster, where the suffering 
will no doubt bo widespread.

York board of underwriters, said Unit 
nil the buildings which have, Wen 
dynamited Will have to he settled for 
by the Insurance companies, since the 
statutes of the state of .California, re- 
gardless of whether the statement is 
Included In the policy or not, provide 
that the Insurance companies aije 
liable for the damage done by dyna- 
mite.

HEALTH OFFICERS FEAR PESTILENCE 



People Must Endure Great Suf- 
fering Unless They Find 
Shelter. 



San Francisco, April 21. — Although 
every effort of the various relief com- 
mittees today was bent to appease the 
gnawing hunger of the destitute tb m- 
sa nds— efforts that were in a large 
measure entirely successful— there are 
tonight in this city many persons either 
without sufficient food or entirely with- 
out it. 

Tim government officials took charge 
of every grocery store in that part of 
the city still standing and gave out 
foodstuffs to all those who were hun- 
gry. Hroud lines, were established at 
Fillmore iind Turk street, at (Jolden 
(.late park and at the Presidio, and ev- 
ery person who stood In line was given 
a whole loaf. 

The line at Fillmore and Turk wa ; 
four blocks long all the afternoon, and 
those at the parks were even longer, 
Milk Proves Welcome 

A large supply of milk eaine from 
Oakland this morning, and this was dis- 
tributed lo women and children wherever 
they were found iu need. A great deal 
of this milk was used for the exlfiiusted 
women who arrived at the ferry through- 
out the day and proved a great boon to 
them. 

The bread lines at the parks furnished 
striking instances of the absolute pa- 
tience and fortitude that has marked the 
behavior of the people throughout their 
trying experiences.! There were no 
disorders when the hungry thousands 
were told to form a line and receive 
their bread and canned goods. All were, 
content to wait their turn. Silk-linttod 
nien of affairs followed good naturedly 
behind Chinese and took their loaves 
from the same bund. 

Soup Kitchens Established 

'Soup kitchens were established in (.1)0 
streets of the unburued section, no lives 
whatever being allowed indoors, rind 
many hungry persons were fed by these 
individual efforts. Bread ami such oth- 
er food stuffs as may be at hand will 
be distributed at the various stations 
twice a day. 

At the ferry station today there were 
some pathetic scones among the hun- 
gry people When the boat came in 
from Stockton with tons of supplies u 
number ol small children were the lirst 
to spy u large box of sandwiches, with 
cries of delight. They made a rush for 
the food, seized as much as they cSulil 
hold and rushed to (heir mothers, shout- 
ing: 

"Oh, mamma, look at the sandwich- 
es." 

Soldiers Give Supplies 

Around the ferry building sat hun- 
dreds of people sjjeking canned fruits 
from the tins. Some were drinking con- 
densed cream, and some wen: lucky 
enough to have sardines or cheese. 

At several places along Market street 
scores of men were digging Willi their 

hands among the still smoking debris <>r 

some large gr -ry bouse for canned 

goods. When they secured it, which 

thev did without molestation from any- 
body, they broke the tins and drank the 
contents. 

At Filbert and Van Ness avenues at ft 
o'clock tonight a wagon of supplies con- 
veyed by soldiers was besieged by :i 
crowd of hungry people. They nppea'cJ 
to the soldiers for food and their ,ip- 
peals were quickly heeded. Seizing an 
axe, a soldier smashed the boxes nnd 
tossed the supplies to the crowd, which 
look time to cheer lustily. 

Food Distributed 

There was today ampin food to feoj 
the park refugees. Bread stations were 
established at the park police station 
ill Stttliyail street and in the streets near 
the east nnd west boundaries of the park 
All day thousands slood in the line in 
the intense beat waiting for their share 
of the food. 

Similar, conditions prevail in the olh'T 
parks, vacant lots and open places in 
the city. In all these camps representa- 
tives of Alahiedn, Oakland and Berke- 
ley relief committees are urging rho 
homeless families to leave the San Fran: 
ciseo peninsula and flee across the bay.

"Utter lack of water hi some dis- 
tricts peopled by the refugees set the 
children to moaning and pleading for 
a drink. Men of ruined families made 
every human effort to satisfy the thirst 
of their little ones. Failing at last In 
desperation they invaded the neigh- 
boring saloons and brought Whiskey 
to the women; Unable longer to 
withstand the pleadings of their child- 
ren mothers poured small quantities 
of the liery liquor into the tin cans 
and other available receptacles, and 
gave It to the tots to drink. The na- 
tural result was to greatly Increase 
1l)'e pangs of thirst, and the sight of 
daggering children was witnessed by 
observers.

"Dante never pictured such a hell. 
Fire is still raging hi the .North Heacn 
district, the Italian quarter. Oil tanks 
and a portion of the Southern Pacific 
docks are bunting but the destruction 
is so complete that but little remains 
of the lower city to feed the Humes.

Every park in the city has en- 
campments of homeless, mostly with- 
out shelter of any kind, the greatest 
number being in the panhandle of 
Golden Gate park, In the vicinity of 
the McKlnley monument. 

Nine-tenths of the property value 
of the city and two-thirds of its urea, 
have been' destroyed. At least half 
the population is homeless. 

Every hotel, every bank and ail the 
big stores have been destroyed. 

The only buildings in the downtown 
section in a state of tolerable preser- 
vation are the mint nnd the post- 
ofHce, and the corner of the latter 
has been shaken down. 
The Call and 
New Flood Buildings 
and Fairmount hotel are standing, but 
completely gutted by fire and crack- 
ed by the earthquake. 

Ruins everywhere are still smould- 
ering, with bodies buried in the debris. 

The greatest loss of life was from 
the earthquake, but the large property 
destruction is due to the fire. In 
Chinatown, however, hundreds were 
burned before they could escape. 

Men, women and children till the 
streets, weeping and vainly inquiring 
for lost relatives and friends and suf- 
fering for food. But rations are being 
distributed by the military and police 
at fifty points in the city, where thou- 
sands are lined up waiting. Bread 
and groceries have been confiscated 
from the shops. 

The spirit of the uninjured surviv- 
ors is splendid. 

Men and women volunteers are 
working night and day to relieve dis- 
tress. 

The lighting, water and sewere sys- 
tems are useless and danger of an epi- 
demic is imminent. 

The water front Is completely gone, 
with the exception of the Oakland 
ferry house, which has been declared 
unsafe, and may go down with the 
first big gust of wind. 

Fire in the Russian and Italian quar- 
ters last night and today cost approx- 
imately twenty-five lives and render- 
ed 25,000 more people homeless. 
Bodies of a Number 
Of Dead Babies 

were found hi the streets and alleys 
of this section, where they apparent- 
ly had been abandoned to die by their 
panic stricken parents.

thorities are alive to this danger. They 
are making- arrangements to cope with 
it, bringing hi quantities of lime, etc. 

"During the day money was of little 
avail in Han Francisco. -One man nskeil 
a workman to carry his portmanteau for 
iblui and offered $5 an hour. 

" 'What's the good of .money to me?' 
said the -man, and he refused to carry 
the hag. 

"So it was on all Bides; the million- 
aire -was no richer than bis nearest, 
neighbor; the disaster had put nil men 
on n common ground, nnd t lie man who 
had a tin of corned beef was jnore to 
be envied than he who had millions in 
securities. 

"There will be a great exodus norm- 
ward from .San Francisco, and the 
steamer Senator, when -she arrives, will 
■probably be crowded with passengers. 
Many were going south to Los Angeles, 
others were coming north to Portland 
and Seattle, and many hurrying east 
ward. But San Francisco will rise from 
its ashes; there is no doubt of that." 

Among the rel'igees from San Fran- 
cisco who have .-cached this city from 
San Francisco are P. Nation, his wife 
and two children, who arrived yester- 
day on tho Indianapolis. In conversa- 
tion with 11 Colonist representative at 
the Boeeabclla lust evening be stated 
that it was the most awful sight be ever 
expected to witness. 

"No pen nor brush can ever commence 
to give any idea of the awful devastation 
that has taken -place in San Francisco," 
was t lie 'manner in which Mr. Nation de- 
scribed the disaster. Mr. Nation slated 
that he was residing at the Plymouth 
hotel, at the corner of Push and Jones 
streets. 

"1 was awakened,' - said- he, "by the 
first shock, and my wife and I were out 
of bed in an instant. My wife went for 
one of the children, and I took the oth- 
er, and the manner in which we did it 
would make one think that we had it ar- 
ranged. Wo Immediately dressed and 
went out, and wc were 

About the Kirst on the Street 

Jmt within ;t few seconds after the 
streot-s were alive with people. The be- 
tel in which wo were residing was made 
of wood, ami it appeared to have stood 
the shock better than brick or stone 
'buildings. The only damage done to it 
by the earthquake was to shake down 
some plaster. The next building to us 
was the Cecil hotel, and the entire side 
was out. The elTect of the shock is very 
bard to describe. It was a sickening 
sensation. The building shook and 
trembled, the windows rattled, and then 
it felt, as if a gigantic force was being 
used to raise the building from the 
ground. As long as I live I will never 
forget that experience. A peculiar co- 
incidence w;u that I bad engaged trans- 
portation on the train leaving Oakland 
that afternoon, and after I had looked 
around I came to the conclusion that 
tho best thing to> do was to get out. 1 
went downtown to try nnd find out if 
the (rain was going out, but could not. 
I again went down about 1 o'clock 111 
tho afternoon, and at this time the 
streets leading to the ferry wore guard- 
ed by soldiers. 1 Jieard that there was 
some (possibility that the train was 
leaving, and hurried home, and on my 
way 1 engaged a dray 

To Take Our Luggage to the Ferry 

This was nil ready packed. 1 tried to 
get a hack or automobile to take up to 
the station, but could not get one, nnd 
the best 1 could do was to get. another 
dray, aud in this way we set out for the 
ferry. On our way down it appeared 
that -southeast of Market street had suf- 
fered most from the earthquake, hut I 
did not see any extra large fissures in 
the streets. We took the ferry across 
to Oakland at I! o'clock and found that 
the train was leaving at -I. When we 
arrived at Oakland we could .see miles 
of fire. The scene was awfully grand. 
It was awful to stand there and not be 
able to assist. It. appeared as if hell 
had been let loose. The train left nliout 
4 o'clock, ami tho peculiar part of it is 
that it was the train 011 which we had 
secured accommodations three weeks be- 
fore. 

"The most surprising pari of the busi- 
ness was the small number who took ad- 
vantage of the train to get away from 
the doomed city, it was only about half 
full, which is very surprising when one 
lliiuks of the numbers who were anxious 
get. out. There were many reports 
of the damage (hut had been done by 
the earthquake. One rumor was that. 
Portland. Seattle, Tacoina, Chicago and 
Salt Luke City had been wiped out. 
This, 1 think, had a great deal to do 
with the people not getting away from 
the city. There yvns a gentleman on 
tiie same train who was trying to tele- 
graph to Tacoma from every station, 
'hut could not gel n reply, and this only 
treilgthencd the report. It was nut till 
we arrived near Portland that we were 
satislied that. 

Tiie Reports Were Not True 
"The experience will last with me for- 
ever." said Mrs, Nation. "I will never 
hear a window rattle but I will think 
of the terrible lime that we went 
through. It is awful. 1 can hardly 
realize thai the occurrence has taken 

place, "We were very lucky, us wc got 
out without losing hardly iinyehing. It 
was surprising to see how the people 
became resigned to their fate. You could 
see people trudging along carrying all 
they had saved, apparently in a happy 
frame of mind. One poor Chinaman had 
lost bis leg nnd u-ns sining at bis ac- 
customed corner, opposite the hotel, with 
Ilia little can, soliciting assist a nee. He 
was there when we- left, although ho 
had a narrow escape from the crowd. 
But our little boy .got a chair for Itttri 
and he was sitting there the las-, we saw 

of him." 

Mr. ami Mrs. Jfnllori will remain in 
this city for a few days in order to re- 
cover from the shock before continuing 
on their journey.
